London has the following 
from Madrid: 

A somewhat ghastly incident has_ 
caused considerable excitement here 
within the last few weeks. Withina 
few hundred yards of the new Plaza 
de Dos Mayo, inaugurated on the 2d 
of this month, there ix a_ locality 
ealled the Cruz del Quemadero. It is 
a field some three hundred meters 
square, at the top of the Calle Aricha 
de San Bernardo, near the hospital 
built by the ex-Queen. Through ita 
new road was lately opened, and as 
the ground was clevated, a cutting of 
considerable depth had to be dug. The 
workmen Iaid bare several peculiar 
looking horizontal strata, of irregular 
formation. One wasone hundred and 
fifty feet. in length, another fifty, an- 
other ten. The thickness varied from 
eight to. ony centimetres. In color 
the soil was black, the lower strata be- 
ing much blacker than the superior 
ones, 
On examination lunyps of charred 
wood were found, interspered with 
ashes, evidently the remains of some 
huge fire. Curiosity was soon excited 
andfurther investigation demonstrated 
that in portions of these ugly-lookin 
strata, the finger came upon smal 
pieces of adipose matter, which 
like to the touch. 

ron rings were grubbed up; human | 
bones, a cranium, along tuft of hair 
hav, ing belonged to some female. All 
these were more or less charred. Some 
of the iron was partially fussed, and 
the texture of bone intermingled with 
sand was plainly discernible, A gag, 
turned up. The question, what were 
these lugubrious records was answered 
at onee. This field of the Cruz del 
Quemadere was the place where the 
disposed of of its 
Victims. Jlere were the ghastly proofs 
of the horrors of which this place had 
been the scene, suddenly brought to 
light after the lapse of two centurics, 
On the 12th of May, 16589, eighty-three 
heretics, ‘twenty Hebrews, 
of whom five were women, were im- 
molated on this yery spot. The pile 
of wood was cighty fect in length by 
seven feet in height. A great con- 
course witnessed the au/o da fe, and 
the horrible ceremonial completed, 
the people buried the remains of their 
Vietims under cart-loads of earth. 
These irregular geologieal strata are 
naught else but the silent testimony 
to the atrocities on. this 
in the name of religion and ‘ Catholic 
Unity.’’ Out of one your special cor- 
respondent hooked out with his finger 
one entire bone of a human vertebral 
column, a portion of the tubia, a frag- 
ment of ashoulder blade with 2 hole 
through it, and a bit of a rib, all bear- 
ing*the marks of fire. Upward of two 
cart-loads of remains of this sort have 
been carried away and decently 
buried. But these horrible strata! 
There they remain to tell their own 
tale and instruct the present genera- 
tion. On the 13th a public meeting 
was convened, to be held at the 
by the Republican youth 
Madrid, to rotest against riestly 
and to.advocate freedom 
of conscience. That this discovery 
should have been made ata moment 
when the Spanish clergy are striving 
their utmost to affirm the ‘‘ unity of

he Quemadero is so frequented by 
people in search of relics, and the ex- 
Semtlens of these strata have been so 
extensive, that the authorities have 
barred the fronta off, and prohibited 
nccess. It is their intention to cuta 
square block, and their crect a monu- 
ment, It is estimated by Liorientc, 
the great historian of the nquisition, 
that this aterocious tribunal has de- 
prived Spain of twelve millions of 
souls, including the Jews and Moors 
expelled fro from the country. Thirty- 
one thousand and ninety-two perished 
by fire; 17,659 were first butchered 
and then burned: 221,985 died of tor- 
ture. Total, 270, 736.

Just at this time this stupidly and 
vindictively devised law would fall 
with peculiarly disastrous effect upon 
the Southern people, engaged as they 
are ina struggle that involves their 
future.

In an- 
other case, where application for re- 
demption was made by the guardian 
of minor children (under the same 
section of the act of 1862, and within 
the two years ot limitation prescribed), 
the application was refused on the 
ground thatthe guardian had neg- 
lected to sign herself as guardian.

An important legal question has just 
been decided in Cincinnatiin regard to 
They cannot ex- 
clude individuals from the use of the 
wires at pleasure, when they are willing 
to pay the usual rates. H. L. Lewis ob- 
tained a verdict for $3000 against the com- 
pany for such refusal, when he was seek- 
ing to dispatch for trading purposes in 
competition with the company itself. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
in reply to a letter from Assessor Connel, 
of Toledo, rules that parties engaged in 
packing pork in bulk, putting it ap in 
barrels, and rendering the lard for sale, 
should be required to pay a special tax ag 
manufacturers, and to return their sales 
in excess of $12 50a day, with atax of $2 
on such excess. 

The St. Louis Times says: 

A decision was givenin Circuit No, 1 
yesterday which is of considerable im- 

rtance. Some time since Capt, J. B.

The Liverpool market was unchanged 
at the opening with Uplands 11%d, Or- 


leans 12d. It was unchanged also at noon, 


and at 2 p.m. was a shade easier, 

In New York it opened quiet but firm, 
Low Middlings 30sec, Middlings 31}<c, 
Good Middlings 33c. Low grades were ir- 
regular. At 10:45 p.m, Low Middlings 
were down \c, There was no change 
whatever at noon—i.e., Low Middlings 
Middlings 31'¢c, Good Middlings 
38c, but at the close low grades were 
higher, Low Middlings 30'sc, Middlings 
31$c, Good Middlings 33c. Sales to spin- 
ners, 1785 bales; speculators, 630; export, 
6. Nine hun bales Low. Middlings 
were sold for November delivery at 24%¢<@ 
25c. It will be remembered that these 
‘“*short’’ sales had but little effect on 
prices last year, and our Eastern specu- 
lators might as well not give them to the 
press, while the latter had better omit 
them. Had the large short sales of last 
year been bona fide transactions, many 
cotton Bears in New York would have 
gone to the wall, but we do not remember 
that any of them did so, 


@ur market was active in asmall way. 
Spinners’ agents were around picking up 
stray bales as best they could, but it was 
an uphill business. One buyer assures us 
that many times in the season he could 
have tintin 10,000 bales of good style 
ease than he could get

TRADE. 

Business was not active to-day, but the 
light demand for goods of every kind 
does not seem to keep them from advyanc- 
ing. Firm and advancing prices, with a 
dull market, looks somewhat out of the 
usual characteristics of trade, but such 
was certainly the state of affairs to-day. 
Meats are rapidly tending upwards, and 
many holders ask ‘gc over yesterday's 
prices on bacon. The dry goods market 
also is putting in a stiff upper lip, and 
dealers ask an advance on all staple goods. 
A new kind: of cotton, called budbuy, is 
now being extensively cultivated in the 
Philippine Islands, through the exertions 
of a missionary, Father Rivas. The tree 
which produces it is of very large size; it 
begins to yield inits fourth year; after 
the fifth, it has. generally attained the 
thickness of a man’s body. Its pods 
measure from three to four inches; .a hun- 
dred of them will make up three pounds 
of cotton, which, cleansed, are paid at the 
rate of nine piasters (45 fr.) per hundred 
weight. 

The emigration from the Mersey has 
latterly been of the most extensive char- 
acter, and shows that the number of Eng- 
lish emigrants is far greater than for many 
previous months and years. The emigra- 
tion from the Mersey has not at all been 
confined to English, Scotch, and Irish 
emigrants, as the great buik last week 
cousisted of foreigners from Bremen and 
other German ports. 

No less than six steamers sailed during. 
the week, savs alate London Leonomist, 
and the number of passengers was 7155, of 
whom 4062 were foreigners, and the re- 
mainder English, Scotch and Irish. Of 
twelve ships which sailed ten were under 
the provisions of the Government Emi- 
gration Act, and sailed for America with. 
7094 passengers; while two, which sailed 
not under the act, and carried out sixty- 
one passengers, were destined for Brazil 
and the West Indies,. The number of ap- 
plicants for passage berths now in Liver- 
pool is enormeus, and as many of them 
come from the manufacturing dist riets— 
Blackburn and Preston especially—and 
are bound for the Lowell Mills District, 
there is no doubt whatever that a very 
heavy drain uponthe employees in the 
Lancashire cotton mills is being carried 
out, in consequence of the high rates of 
wages now obtainable for practiced mill 
hands in the United States. The number 
of [rish who left Liverpool last week is 
far below the usual mark, but when the 
vast numbers who sail almost daily from 
Queenstown, Waterford, Belfast, London- 
derry, ete., are taken into consideration, 
the figures at Liverpool do not at all rep- 
resent the total emigration from the 
United Kingdom and Ireland. From the 


Clyde the Anchor line of steamers takes 


weekly a great number of emigrants—in 
fact there has not been for a large nutn- 
ber of years such an immense and rather. 
serious exodus froin England, Ireland and 
Seotland,

VS. WILLIAMS. 


The Writ of Mandamus Argued Before Judge 
Reeves, of the Cirtuit Court. 


interesting Legai Debate---The Case Con- 
tinued. 


Crreurr Court—G,. W. Reeves, Judge.— 
This Court went into session yesterday 
morning at 10 o’elock, and immediately 
took up the mandamuscase of Wallace vs. 
Williams, Commissioner of Registration. 
Mr. Kortrecht, for the defense, stated 
that the defendant Williamsappeared and 
returned the writ of mandamus, and his 
answer to the same, and asked that H. E 
Hudson be made « party defendant, which 
being allowed, Mr. Kortrecht, in behalf ot 
defendant Hudson, moved the Court to 
quash the writ of mandamus, on the 
ground that, admitting the truth of the 
allegations of the relator Wallace in his 
petition, there was nothing which showed 
that Williams was violating his duty, for 
the reason that all the voters of Shelby 
county have the right to vote for Judge of 
the Criminal Court of Memphis. 

Counsel went on to State that the de- 
fendant Williams and his legal advisers 
were, before the election, and still are, of 
the opinion that this was the proper con- 
struction to place upon the various acts 
giving the Criminal Court jurisdietion; 
that the motion was made in order to 
avoid the trouble and delay incident toa 
trial of the facts ofthe case before a jury, 
for it was evident that if the position as- 
Lsumed by counsel :to. quash the writ be 
proper and well taken then the whole case 


of relator Wallace would fall to the 
ground, 
Messrs. Randolph and Bullock contend- 


ed that the Code, nets a third person 
e 


interested to be made a party, re- 

vires him to answer, but not to 

emur; that the provision was a statu- 
tory provision, and one which must be 
literally followed; that if the dsfendants 
wished to try the cause on its merits they | 
should answer, and then they could make 
any legal point they choose; that at Com- 
mon Law a third party interested could 
not be made a party defendant ; that it 
was not allowable. It is true, however, 
that the Code alters this, but only so far 
as is expressly stated; and that a statute 
in derogation of the Common Law must 
be strictly construed. Counsel for the pe- 
titioner tharen n moved that unless the 
defendant, Hudson, answered, a pro con- 
fesso should be taken against the defend- 
ants. 

The Court disallowed the objection to 
defendant Hudson’s motion to dismiss, 
and announced that the argument of coun- 
ee] upon said motion would be heard. In 
support of the same Mr, Kortretch plead 
that by sections 17 and 18 of chapter 25 of 
the acts of 1868 and 1869, June 30, 
1869, jurisdictjon was given to the Crimi- 
nal Court of Memphis over the whole of 
ithe county of Shelby, in all offenses 
against the revenue laws of tge State, and 
that as an incident to this enlargement of 
the jurisdiction of the Court, the Cansti- 
tution of the State, article 6, seetion 3, 
confers upon all legal voters of the county 
the right to vote inthe election of Judge 
of said Criminal Court; that the Legisla- 
ture having defined and extended the ju- 
risdiction of said tribunal,the Constitution 
of the State of Tennessee declares who 
Shall have the rightto vote for Judge of 
said court and gives that right to ail legal 
voters livingwithin the limits of the jn- 
risdiction so defined, 

The counsel cited a good many authori- 
ties to support the position taken; to-wit: 
Cases in 2dand sth Yerger, Tenn. Reports; 
ith Sneed, th Barbour, 19th Mass., see. 
308 of Code, and the eopinionof the Su- 
preme Judges of Massachusetts tn 6 Cush- 
ing, 575, ete. 

Randolph & Bullock in reply, 
argued that the acts of [854, chap, 12 and 
chap, 32; limits the right to vote tor Judge 
of the Criminal Court of Memphis to the 
électors of the 5th, 12th, 14th and 15th 
civil districts of Shelby county; that the 
above acts are continued in force by the 
Code, see. 41, and that the act of Lsdu, ex- 
tending the jurisdiction of the Criminal 
Court to ollenses against the revenue 
laws committed in the county of Sielby, 
did not have the effect of repealing the 
above cited acts, so faras they ailect the 
qualifieations of the clectors for Judge; 
that the» Gonstitufion, art. 6, sec. 3, only 
requires that the Judge shall-be elected by 
the voters residing within the local bounds 
of the cireuits or distriets for which the 
Judges are elected, and that the Legisla- 
ture has the powcrto define the district 
or circuit in its diserction, and has done 
so in reference to the Criminal Court of 
Meinphis by sec. LLY of the Code, where 
the 5th, 13th and. Mth civil districts 
are deciared to, be a judicial dis- 
trict, consequently. that the electors 
residing outside, the limits of said Dis- 
tricts had no right4o voto in the late elec- | 
tion, and their yotes- onght to be excluded 
from the returns. : 

Judge Wright followed for the motion, 
and proceeded to argue upon the princi- 

les assumed .by “his associate counsel. 

fehad not progressed to any length, 

however, before the Conrt requested that 
the remainder of the argument be post- 
poned until this morning, and thereupon 
adjourned the Court. until nine o'clock 
to-day.

Along 
the Atlantic coast the eelipse ends at 
about sunset, and lasts an hour and three- 
quarters, 

—One among the many unseen and un- 
suspected domestic causes of ill health, 
and frequently of death, are the tin uten- 
sils used in our kitchens; and our friends 
cannot be too careful how they use culi- 
nary or other ware made of this beauti- 
ful but dangerous metal. At ordinary 


to have much effect on tin; but when 
raised to the temperature necessary for 
boiling, frying, stewing, ete., is rapidly 
oxydized, or dissolved in the liquors 
which are being heated in it, especiaily if 
the latter contain vegetables, most of 
which have an acid reaction to a greater 
or less degree, The metal is’ thus com- 
bined with the food and_ taken 
into the stomach where it at once 
comes in contact with the gastric juice, 
which contains free hydrochloric acid 
with which the tin immediately combines 
and makes a most dangerous and irritant 
poison. Another serious objection to the 
use of tinned ware is the lead witht which 
the tin is alloyed, and which, if is well 
known, isa virulent poison. We are led 
to making these remarks by an incident 
Which came to our knowledge vesterday, 
but which we are not permitted to use at 
present. Wehope that every reader of the 
APPEAL will remember the facts stated, 
and discard the use of tinned vessels. 


—New York knows how to manage mo- 
nopolies. She has at last devised a means 
of scotching and keeping in check that 
most rascally of all of the tribe, the gas 
monopoly. <A bill recently passed the 
Legislatyre, by a vote of 94 to 16, which 
provides that gas companies shall not 
charge a rent for meters, that they shall 
be obliged at all times to keepa full press- 
ure of gas of good quality, that no depos- 
its of money shall be taken from subscri- 
bers, and that incoming tenants of houses 
or apartments shall not be liable for the 
amount of any:gas bill contracted and 
due by a foriner occupant. A board to be 
called ** The Board of Gas Examiners,” to 
be made up of three eminent chemists 
familiar with the manufacture of gas, re- 
siding in the cities of New. York and 
Brooklyn, to be appointed by the respect- 
ive Mayors, shat hold oifice for three 
years and have power to commission in- 
spectors of gas, who shall report to the 
Board on every meter connected with gas 
material, its illuminating power, supply, 
purity, or otherwise. Onethousand cubic 
feet of gas to be furnished at a cost, inclu- 
sive of the United States internal revenue 
tax, not to exeeed three dollars, This is 
anmexcellent measure, and it is a great 
pity that we had not such a Board in op- 
eration here. <A ton of eanne! coal vields 
ten thousand (10,000) enbie feet of gas, 
which, at the ultimate price allowad by 
this bill, would be thirty dollars, Look 
Pat the profit!
